WHY THE GOLD GOES.

France Wants It and Geta It From Us—How
We Are Worsted o n Trade.
WASHINGTON, June 24, —Director of the
Mint Kimball was questioned to-day with
regard to the recent heavy exportalions of
gold from New York, and he said they were
caused by demands from France, a premium
having been offered by the Bank of France.
“About the 1st of June,” said the director,
“the Bank of England raised, by half a
penny an ounce, the price at which it wounld
sell Freach ld coins, and recourse has
been had 1o tgg United States, where, under
the law of May 36, 1882, gold coin can be ex-
changed at the coi mints and the
mssay office at New Y in sums of £5,000
and npward, free o charge, and withont
loss on mcconnt of the wear of the comn,
which is suffered where ooin in place of bars
is dealt with.”
The director thinks this law shonld be re-
led, or elsed mendl::a ns htlldlo'l t::::
r charge, and says: ‘At presen e 8
of bars at the u’;y office in New York is
the most available supply in the world for
the world's benefit rather that of the United
States. As an ordivary exchaoge opera-
tion rates of exchange bave been against
exportation of gold to ¥France both from

London and New York.
